RELATIONS STRAINED, 


Will Require Tact to Avoid Collision 


With Philippine Insurgents, 


The Strength of Aguinaldo'a 


Party a Factor. 


Officials at Washington Think the Troubl 


Due to Colonel Rios. 


Washington, Jan. 4.—The news! re- 


ceived in Washington regarding the at- 
titude of the rebels and natives at Iloilo 
and vicinity, officials say, shows thai 
the relations between the Americans 
and those with whom they are doaling 
are much stra/ined, and it will require 
tact to avoid a collision. The infoitna- 
tion received here does not indicate that 
General Miller has landed with the 
American troops. 


The rebels, it is reported, at a meeting 


on Saturday ratified the ' ctlon of a dele- 
gation which assured the Americans 
that they might land unarmed, but if the 
latter landed armed the natives would 
be uncontrollable. It ii further"sa,id thai 
every preparation Is being made for re- 
sistance upon the part of the rebels, and 
that re-enforcements arc arriving from 
Negros an'fi the aeign boring islands in 
spite of th'e efforts of tiie United States 
cruiser Baltimore and the'gunboat Ari- 
zona to scare them with searehlig-hts. 
The Spanish gunboat'El Cano is still at 
Iloilo, but as her status is not defined 
she has not been molested. It is under- 
stood that she (a destined to go to Sa-m- 
boangan, a town of the Philippine isl- 
ands on the southwest extremity of the 
Island of Mindanao. 
The American 


troops are restless and the rebels ars 
drilling on the beach, evening' and morn- 
Ing1, in full view of the American expe^ 
dition, which is still afloat 


General Otis has cabled the war de- 


partment that in his opinion General 
Miller has the situation well in hand at 
Iloilo, and that he fully understands the 
purpose of the president not to crowd 
the Insurgents unduly. 


It is highly desirable that a hostile 


collision between the American foirceg 
and the insurgents be avoided at al] 
hazards, at least pending: the ratification 
of the peace treaty, and as General 
Miller understands this purpose on the 
part of the president, he will be guided 
by it, and may be relied upon to resort 
to force only under absolute compulsion. 


The officials here are now fully sat- 


isfied that the trouble at Iloiio may be 
traced directly back to Colonel Rios, 
who was the senior officer in the Phil- 
ippine grpup, and directly in command 
of the Visaya group, 
including the 


principal island of Pa-nay and the city 
and garrison of Iloilo. 
General Otis' 


report shows that, thougli besieged with 
his 800 soldiers in Iloilo by a superior 
force, the gosition of the Spanish was 
thoroughly tenable. 
They had repulsed 


every attack t>f "the insurgents, and had 
Inflicted great loss upon the latter, and 
altogether th«ne was no reason why they 
should not have held put ircdefindtely. 
This was particularly the case, in view 
of the knowledge 6n the part of the 
Spaniards that by the terms of the 
treaty the United States government 
had undertaken to carry them back to 
Spain, involving, of course, their re-

That 
this is waning rapidly is not doubted, and 
General Otis feels that when the attempt ( 
is made to convene the parliament it will 
be found that Aguinaldo has lost hia 
control of the majority and cannot com- 
mand even a working coalition. Such 
a state of affairs would tend to make 
easier the task of the military authori- 
ties of the United States of establishing 
peacefully a temporary form of governr 
m«nt for the Philippines that will com- 
mand tiie support of the people and re- 
ceive th« appr»vad of the civilized world.

WHEN IS A LAW NOT A LAW ?. 


Can Local Merchants Make Use of the 


New Dubuque Law For Dead Beats? 


There 
was 
an 
interesting point 


brought up in the civil session of the 
district court this morning-, the out- 
come of which will be watched with 
attention by all local merchants. 
It 


was in regard to the new Dubuque law, 
and the 
question was raised as to 


whether actions shall be brought under 
the law now that its constitutionality 
is under discussion in the higher courts. 


Some days ago the case was report- 


ed in this paper in which Judge Knowl- 
ton of the supreme court had rendered 
a decision in nceri! dance with his ex- 
pressed opinion that there was a doubt 
of the constituiiopilUy of the law. The 
matter will ha\s. to be decided by the 
full bench ot the supreme court. 


This morning a case came up under 


the law in which a merchant wished 
to recover for a small bill. Lawyer 
Couch for the defense argued that the 
local court should not hear a case un- 
der the law now, until it is finally set- 
tled by the higher courts. 
Lawyer 


Parker for the merchant urged that 
it was still a law and on the statute 
books, and that there was no reason 
why it should not be treated as a valid 
law by the court, unless this court 
wished to decide it unconstitutional. 


Judge Phelps finally decided that the 


court had no official information of 
any action that might have been taken 
by the higher court, and continued the 
case until word could be received from 
the court in which the decision was 
made. When this is received, he will 
decide as to whether local merchants 
had better attempt to bring cases un- 
der the law or not until it is finally de- 
cided. 


Dr, Parker's Old Bills Make Troutle 


Dr. Parker, now of Dedham, for- 


merly of this city, is trying to collect 
a number of bills which he alleges he 
has against local persons for services 
rendered about five years ago. He 
sued eight persons, and all the cases 
came up in the civil session of the dis- 
trict court today. 
The list -was not 


completed this morning, and required 
a sitting of the court this afternoon. 


Dr. Parker's success was not par- 


ticularly marked. One of the bills for 
'the sum of $2, the court decided he was 
not entitled to, and two other cases 
were continued against the doctor's 
eager appeal, he saying that for such 
small bills he didn't want to come up 
from his home again. The court de- 
cidecl that the size of the bills was the 
docti 's fault, and he will have to 
visit the city again if he wishes to 
collect. 


Another case made a good deal of 


trouble for the doctor. He is not a 
lawyer, but he conducted his own case. 
He wanted to collect a bill for services 
which the defense alleged were ad- 
vertised as free, they being given while 
the doctor was on the hospital staff. 
It was alleged that he performed the 
services, and then had the patient call 
at his office without saying that the 
later services were not for the hospital. 
"When a bill came in there was sur- 
prise, and the case was hard fought. 


It was not decided until this after- 


noon.

Albany, N. T., Jan. 4— The legislature

Governor Roosevelt's mesage recom-

RELATIONS STRAINED, 


Will Require Tact to Avoid Collision 


With Philippine Insurgents, 


The Strength of Aguinaldo'a 


Party a Factor. 


Officials at Washington Think the Troubl 


Due to Colonel Rios. 


Washington, Jan. 4.—The news! re- 


ceived in Washington regarding the at- 
titude of the rebels and natives at Iloilo 
and vicinity, officials say, shows thai 
the relations between the Americans 
and those with whom they are doaling 
are much stra/ined, and it will require 
tact to avoid a collision. The infoitna- 
tion received here does not indicate that 
General Miller has landed with the 
American troops. 


The rebels, it is reported, at a meeting 


on Saturday ratified the ' ctlon of a dele- 
gation which assured the Americans 
that they might land unarmed, but if the 
latter landed armed the natives would 
be uncontrollable. It ii further"sa,id thai 
every preparation Is being made for re- 
sistance upon the part of the rebels, and 
that re-enforcements arc arriving from 
Negros an'fi the aeign boring islands in 
spite of th'e efforts of tiie United States 
cruiser Baltimore and the'gunboat Ari- 
zona to scare them with searehlig-hts. 
The Spanish gunboat'El Cano is still at 
Iloilo, but as her status is not defined 
she has not been molested. It is under- 
stood that she (a destined to go to Sa-m- 
boangan, a town of the Philippine isl- 
ands on the southwest extremity of the 
Island of Mindanao. 
The American 


troops are restless and the rebels ars 
drilling on the beach, evening' and morn- 
Ing1, in full view of the American expe^ 
dition, which is still afloat 


General Otis has cabled the war de- 


partment that in his opinion General 
Miller has the situation well in hand at 
Iloilo, and that he fully understands the 
purpose of the president not to crowd 
the Insurgents unduly. 


It is highly desirable that a hostile 


collision between the American foirceg 
and the insurgents be avoided at al] 
hazards, at least pending: the ratification 
of the peace treaty, and as General 
Miller understands this purpose on the 
part of the president, he will be guided 
by it, and may be relied upon to resort 
to force only under absolute compulsion. 


The officials here are now fully sat- 


isfied that the trouble at Iloiio may be 
traced directly back to Colonel Rios, 
who was the senior officer in the Phil- 
ippine grpup, and directly in command 
of the Visaya group, 
including the 


principal island of Pa-nay and the city 
and garrison of Iloilo. 
General Otis' 


report shows that, thougli besieged with 
his 800 soldiers in Iloilo by a superior 
force, the gosition of the Spanish was 
thoroughly tenable. 
They had repulsed 


every attack t>f "the insurgents, and had 
Inflicted great loss upon the latter, and 
altogether th«ne was no reason why they 
should not have held put ircdefindtely. 
This was particularly the case, in view 
of the knowledge 6n the part of the 
Spaniards that by the terms of the 
treaty the United States government 
had undertaken to carry them back to 
Spain, involving, of course, their re- 
lease from thte tl&ge atilhe earliest piiac- 
ticifc moment 
It ig significant that

until he bscasft^inSpltned that the Amer- 
icans were ctfpting, abd there is curiosity 
here to learn how that important in- 
formation reached Iloilo in advance of 
the movements of the American trans- 
ports, and In the absence of cable con- 
nections.

One feature of General Otis' report 


that has escaped mention so far is his , 
notice of the approach nig meeting of 
the so-called F'iliD.ino parliament, which 
Is to gather, presumably at Malalos, 
about 20 miles from Manila on the island 
of Luzon, tomorrow. 


A good deal of interest is attached to 


this meetihg, as General Otis reports thai 
by the attendance the strength of 
Aguinaldo's party can be gauged. That 
this is waning rapidly is not doubted, and 
General Otis feels that when the attempt ( 
is made to convene the parliament it will 
be found that Aguinaldo has lost hia 
control of the majority and cannot com- 
mand even a working coalition. Such 
a state of affairs would tend to make 
easier the task of the military authori- 
ties of the United States of establishing 
peacefully a temporary form of governr 
m«nt for the Philippines that will com- 
mand tiie support of the people and re- 
ceive th« appr»vad of the civilized world. 


LOCAL NEWS. 


WHEN IS A LAW NOT A LAW ?. 


Can Local Merchants Make Use of the 


New Dubuque Law For Dead Beats? 


There 
was 
an 
interesting point 


brought up in the civil session of the 
district court this morning-, the out- 
come of which will be watched with 
attention by all local merchants. 
It 


was in regard to the new Dubuque law, 
and the 
question was raised as to 


whether actions shall be brought under 
the law now that its constitutionality 
is under discussion in the higher courts. 


Some days ago the case was report- 


ed in this paper in which Judge Knowl- 
ton of the supreme court had rendered 
a decision in nceri! dance with his ex- 
pressed opinion that there was a doubt 
of the constituiiopilUy of the law. The 
matter will ha\s. to be decided by the 
full bench ot the supreme court. 


This morning a case came up under 


the law in which a merchant wished 
to recover for a small bill. Lawyer 
Couch for the defense argued that the 
local court should not hear a case un- 
der the law now, until it is finally set- 
tled by the higher courts. 
Lawyer 


Parker for the merchant urged that 
it was still a law and on the statute 
books, and that there was no reason 
why it should not be treated as a valid 
law by the court, unless this court 
wished to decide it unconstitutional. 


Judge Phelps finally decided that the 


court had no official information of 
any action that might have been taken 
by the higher court, and continued the 
case until word could be received from 
the court in which the decision was 
made. When this is received, he will 
decide as to whether local merchants 
had better attempt to bring cases un- 
der the law or not until it is finally de- 
cided. 


Dr, Parker's Old Bills Make Troutle 


Dr. Parker, now of Dedham, for- 


merly of this city, is trying to collect 
a number of bills which he alleges he 
has against local persons for services 
rendered about five years ago. He 
sued eight persons, and all the cases 
came up in the civil session of the dis- 
trict court today. 
The list -was not 


completed this morning, and required 
a sitting of the court this afternoon. 


Dr. Parker's success was not par- 


ticularly marked. One of the bills for 
'the sum of $2, the court decided he was 
not entitled to, and two other cases 
were continued against the doctor's 
eager appeal, he saying that for such 
small bills he didn't want to come up 
from his home again. The court de- 
cidecl that the size of the bills was the 
docti 's fault, and he will have to 
visit the city again if he wishes to 
collect. 


Another case made a good deal of 


trouble for the doctor. He is not a 
lawyer, but he conducted his own case. 
He wanted to collect a bill for services 
which the defense alleged were ad- 
vertised as free, they being given while 
the doctor was on the hospital staff. 
It was alleged that he performed the 
services, and then had the patient call 
at his office without saying that the 
later services were not for the hospital. 
"When a bill came in there was sur- 
prise, and the case was hard fought. 


It was not decided until this after- 


noon.

A OARING ENSIGN. 


Seat New* Fr«MU CndU. 


It was not until tbe recent publication 


of the report of the bureau of navigation 
that tho distinguished servlneg rendered 
during tbe Spanish-American war by En- 
sign H. H. Ward were made known. While 
the fighting was on other officers who did 
brilliant and valorous things afloat and 
ashore received their meed of praise al- 
most as quickly as their deeds were ac- 
complished, but EasiK-u Ward won his 
honors in the secret service, and it is easily 
apparent why nothing was said or print- 
ed about his achievements until long after 
the war was over. 


In plain words, Ensign Ward acted ns a 


spy, and this was one of the few instances 
where tho namo carries honor with it. At 
the hourly risk of his neck, Ensign Ward 


BXSIGS H. H. WAHD. 


went Into the heart of the enemy's coun- 
try and secured information which was 
very much needed. 


At the beginning of tbe war he wag con- 


nected with the bureau of navigation in 
the capacity of assistant to the chief. He 
volunteered for the secret service work 
and was sent to London. The naval offi- 
cials supposed he would stay there and 
learn what he oould from that distance. 
But Ensign Ward had other plans. He be- 
lieved that the only way to find out what 
was transpiring in Cadiz was to go there 


j himself. Go he did, with a passport which 


declared him to be a British subject tuok- 
ed away in his inside pocket. 


It was Ensign Ward who sent word to 


Washington of tbe departure of Ad'uiral 
Cervera's fleet. He sent bis news in cipher 
from Cadiz to London, whence it was 
cabled across the ocean. Then he started 
for PortioBico, but stopped at St. Thomas, 
where the Spanish consul suspected him 
and had him arrested as an American spy. 
His British passport saved him. In San 
Juan he was again arrested, and only es- 
caped by adroit maneuvering. 


Mr. Ward is well and favorably known 


in diplomatic circles and to newspaper 
teen, and to prevent suspicion as to hi' 
absence it was stated at the department 
that be had been assigned to duty in con- 
nection with the COGSC signal service and 
was oil an inspection trip. The explana- 
tion was satisfactory. 


In the belated official reports Ensign 


Ward is warmly commended for bis work, 
and it is probable that a substantial re 
ward in the shape of a promotion awaits 
him.

A OARING ENSIGN. 


Seat New* Fr«MU CndU. 


It was not until tbe recent publication 


of the report of the bureau of navigation 
that tho distinguished servlneg rendered 
during tbe Spanish-American war by En- 
sign H. H. Ward were made known. While 
the fighting was on other officers who did 
brilliant and valorous things afloat and 
ashore received their meed of praise al- 
most as quickly as their deeds were ac- 
complished, but EasiK-u Ward won his 
honors in the secret service, and it is easily 
apparent why nothing was said or print- 
ed about his achievements until long after 
the war was over. 


In plain words, Ensign Ward acted ns a 


spy, and this was one of the few instances 
where tho namo carries honor with it. At 
the hourly risk of his neck, Ensign Ward 


BXSIGS H. H. WAHD. 


went Into the heart of the enemy's coun- 
try and secured information which was 
very much needed. 


At the beginning of tbe war he wag con- 


nected with the bureau of navigation in 
the capacity of assistant to the chief. He 
volunteered for the secret service work 
and was sent to London. The naval offi- 
cials supposed he would stay there and 
learn what he oould from that distance. 
But Ensign Ward had other plans. He be- 
lieved that the only way to find out what 
was transpiring in Cadiz was to go there 


j himself. Go he did, with a passport which 


declared him to be a British subject tuok- 
ed away in his inside pocket. 


It was Ensign Ward who sent word to 


Washington of tbe departure of Ad'uiral 
Cervera's fleet. He sent bis news in cipher 
from Cadiz to London, whence it was 
cabled across the ocean. Then he started 
for PortioBico, but stopped at St. Thomas, 
where the Spanish consul suspected him 
and had him arrested as an American spy. 
His British passport saved him. In San 
Juan he was again arrested, and only es- 
caped by adroit maneuvering. 


Mr. Ward is well and favorably known 


in diplomatic circles and to newspaper 
teen, and to prevent suspicion as to hi' 
absence it was stated at the department 
that be had been assigned to duty in con- 
nection with the COGSC signal service and 
was oil an inspection trip. The explana- 
tion was satisfactory. 


In the belated official reports Ensign 


Ward is warmly commended for bis work, 
and it is probable that a substantial re 
ward in the shape of a promotion awaits 
him.

HOW THE SALVATION ARMY IS SOLV- 


ING A VEXED QUESTION. 


Three Colonies In Snccensfnl Opera- 


tion Where Families Mar Find a 
Refuse After Failure and Suffering 
In the CitlcN. 


It is probable that the Salvationists will 


succeed in working out here in the United 
States some of those wonderful social and 
industrial problems which they have 
solved for London and other big English 
cities. There are already in operation three 
Salvation Army colonies, to which are be- 
ing gathered men, women and children 
who have found the battle for existence in 
our big canters of civilization to be too 
much for their strength. 


The original colony is in Colorado. Its 


site is in the valley of the Arkansas, about 
150 miles east of Denver. Another colony 
is in California, 100 miles south of San 
Francisco, and a third colony was estab- 
lished last July in Ohio, a few miles from 
Cleveland. 


These colonies are neither charitable en- 


terprises nor socialist experiments. From 
a financial standpoint they are conducted 
on a purely business basis. The religious 
phase of the work is wholly incidental. Iii 
each colony the regular services of the Sal- 
vation Army are held, but the colonists 
are free to worship in any other way or in 
no way at all. 


The original colony, Fort Amity, Colo., 


consists of 640 acres of rich, irrigated 
land. There are 37 families, or 150 per- 
sons, upon tbe land. All have comfortable 
houses and barns, und each colonist is al- 
lowed from five to ten acres of land, the 
land being apportioned according to the 
man's needs and his ability to work it. 
The men, however, are not altogether de- 
pendent upon the land for support. Work 
in the neighboring towns is secured for 
those whose tastes do not lead them to 
agriculture and for those who are not kept 
continually at work at their farms. 


"There is no community scheme about 
it," said Lieutenant Colonel Holtz, who 
is in charge of the colony. "Each person 
is treated as an individual and must work 
out his own destiny with the same advan- 
tages as his neighbors or give up. While 
our plan is co-operative, it stops at the 
door of e«oh man's home. 


"It is purely a business proposition. We 


have a sort of bant, and when the head of 
a family comes on tho land he is given 
credit for from, $200 to 1250, according to 
the number of his children. He is also 
given a house, barn, farming utensils and 
usually ten acres of land under water for 
irrigation. He really owes the Salvation 
Army the money he has been given credit 


ary, 18y&, aim tue reports from it ore very 
favorable. The climate is excellent, and 
three crops a year may be produced. Sugar 
beets aod petatoas are 1-he chief products, 
and the soil ia so rich they grow with lit- 
tle or no trouble. 


Within six months after tho founding

The third colony wa» established in July 


in Ohio, a few miles out of Clevefand. It. 
is called Fort Herrlok, in honor of one of 
its patrons, Colonel Myron T. Herrick of 
Cleveland. James Parnell, a banker, also 
of Cleveland, is prominently connected 
With the Herrick colony. 


There aro ton families at Fort Horrick, 


*DU the same order and earaestness of 
purpose obtain among them as iii the two 
older colonies. Fort Herrick has its post- 
office, sohoolbouse and store, and the same 
conditions of payment and ownership pro- 
vail. 


Tho colonists are married men with 


families, who come mainly from large 
cities. Some of them are foreigners, but 
about 75 per cent are Americans. They

The California colony holds 580 acres,

HOW THE SALVATION ARMY IS SOLV- 


ING A VEXED QUESTION. 


Three Colonies In Snccensfnl Opera- 


tion Where Families Mar Find a 
Refuse After Failure and Suffering 
In the CitlcN. 


It is probable that the Salvationists will 


succeed in working out here in the United 
States some of those wonderful social and 
industrial problems which they have 
solved for London and other big English 
cities. There are already in operation three 
Salvation Army colonies, to which are be- 
ing gathered men, women and children 
who have found the battle for existence in 
our big canters of civilization to be too 
much for their strength. 


The original colony is in Colorado. Its 


site is in the valley of the Arkansas, about 
150 miles east of Denver. Another colony 
is in California, 100 miles south of San 
Francisco, and a third colony was estab- 
lished last July in Ohio, a few miles from 
Cleveland. 


These colonies are neither charitable en- 


terprises nor socialist experiments. From 
a financial standpoint they are conducted 
on a purely business basis. The religious 
phase of the work is wholly incidental. Iii 
each colony the regular services of the Sal- 
vation Army are held, but the colonists 
are free to worship in any other way or in 
no way at all. 


The original colony, Fort Amity, Colo., 


consists of 640 acres of rich, irrigated 
land. There are 37 families, or 150 per- 
sons, upon tbe land. All have comfortable 
houses and barns, und each colonist is al- 
lowed from five to ten acres of land, the 
land being apportioned according to the 
man's needs and his ability to work it. 
The men, however, are not altogether de- 
pendent upon the land for support. Work 
in the neighboring towns is secured for 
those whose tastes do not lead them to 
agriculture and for those who are not kept 
continually at work at their farms. 


"There is no community scheme about 
it," said Lieutenant Colonel Holtz, who 
is in charge of the colony. "Each person 
is treated as an individual and must work 
out his own destiny with the same advan- 
tages as his neighbors or give up. While 
our plan is co-operative, it stops at the 
door of e«oh man's home. 


"It is purely a business proposition. We 


have a sort of bant, and when the head of 
a family comes on tho land he is given 
credit for from, $200 to 1250, according to 
the number of his children. He is also 
given a house, barn, farming utensils and 
usually ten acres of land under water for 
irrigation. He really owes the Salvation 
Army the money he has been given credit 


ary, 18y&, aim tue reports from it ore very 
favorable. The climate is excellent, and 
three crops a year may be produced. Sugar 
beets aod petatoas are 1-he chief products, 
and the soil ia so rich they grow with lit- 
tle or no trouble. 


Within six months after tho founding 


of the Route cplony adjoining land in- 
creased very much In valus. Land that was 
Belling last January at $30 an acre ia now 
selling fer $1)0 and $60 an acre. 


The third colony wa» established in July 


in Ohio, a few miles out of Clevefand. It. 
is called Fort Herrlok, in honor of one of 
its patrons, Colonel Myron T. Herrick of 
Cleveland. James Parnell, a banker, also 
of Cleveland, is prominently connected 
With the Herrick colony. 


There aro ton families at Fort Horrick, 


*DU the same order and earaestness of 
purpose obtain among them as iii the two 
older colonies. Fort Herrick has its post- 
office, sohoolbouse and store, and the same 
conditions of payment and ownership pro- 
vail. 


Tho colonists are married men with 


families, who come mainly from large 
cities. Some of them are foreigners, but 
about 75 per cent are Americans. They

WHREATENBU POLLUTION op THE 


WATER 


The council has been petitioned by 


..prominent citizens with reference to 
a. threatened pollution of a principal 
eource of our water supply. It is a 
very important matter and will receive 
first attention. The pollution feared 
if expected from a lumber camp on the 
Ames property in Stamford, Vt. The 
Btate board of health and the local 
fcoard of health are of similar opinion 
concerning the danger that might come 
from .the camp. As the camp is in Ver- 
mont state the local health authorities 
cannot take steps to abate any nui- 
•ancs It might produce as they could 
were it located in Massachusetts. For 
this reason the matter is brought be- 
fore the council so that the council 
may investigate and decide what had 
better be done. The council may re- 
port at its adjourned meeting- Friday 
evening. There is no way of avoiding 
thfe contamination of the camp except 
the city can secure control of the prop- 
erty. And it cannot control it unless 
it buy* it. So it is likely that the coun- 
cil committee will recommend buying 
the land on which the camp is located. 
It can.- be bought for a sum less than 
J5000, TVhich should not be considered 
when (he health of the community is 
jeopardized. The marked decrease in 
the death rate of last year as com- 
pared with the death rate of the pre- 
vious year shows that the result of 
constant care for public health is far 
loo valuable to be alloived to diminish.

THE CHCBtlH STKEET MATTER. 


The people have heen bothered by a 


gttod deal of fuss and very few facts j 
concerning: the permanent 
improve- 


ments begun on Church street. One 
newspaper has verbosely raised the 
question whether the city can collect 
half cost from the abutters for the 
•R-ork already done, considering: there 
has bwi an interruption in the making 
of tha improvements. Another paper, 
true to Its traditions, answers the ques- 
tion in this way: "Yes, the city can 
collect from abutters one-half the cost 
of expense, and the claims of the city 
are well protected in an agreement 
made between the city and the several 
abutters. This agreement would never 
have been necessary had not some es- 
sential things been overlooked by the 
Eoughton administration, one of which 
•was a waiving 
of damages by the 


abutters. The incoming Cady admin- 
istration is not responsible for that 
loose transaciton, but it was wise 
enough to delay the work last spring 
•until an agreement as binding as a 
v aiving of damages was made with 
each property owner to be benefltted 
by the improvements." 


>"S it is always well to oppose raa- 


licious error with truth to prevent w"ell- 
disposed people getting wrong impres- 
sions it shoud he stated now that there 
Is no agreement between Church street 
abutters and the city AVhieh'sives the 
oity special opportunity to collect the 
half cost for the work done. The city 
has no other protection in this instance 
than the protection afforded by the 
permanent improvement act. The act 
makes the abutters assessable for half 
cost when the council \-otes that pub- 
lic convenience and necessity 'demand 
the improvements. 
The ony under- 


standing the administration has with, 
any Church street abutters is an un- 
derstanding with one or two of them 
regarding what the city should do with 
terraces that the improvements greatly 
inodify. The work had not progressed 
far enough'* under the Houghton ad- 
ministration to make such an under- 
standing possible.

Without Prearrangemen* 


Gist of Arguments Presented at a Banquet of 


Merchants of Boston 


Boston, Jan. 4.—"What should th5s 


country do with the Philippines?" was 
the question at the annual banquet of 
the Boston Merchants' association last 
evening at the Hotel Vendome. 


The association was fonunate In se- 


curing men of national reputation to 
present the various phases of the is- 
sue, and the speakers were fortunate in 
having '*is representative an audience 
of Boston business men as U would seem 
possible to congregate at one time, and 
in one place. 


The speakers wpro evenly divided on 


the question c-f expansion, three being 
in favor thereof and three unequivo- 
cally opposed. 


The anti-expansionists were Senator 


G. C. Perkins of California. Congress- 
man David A. DeArmond of Missouri 
and Congressman Charles A: Boutelle of 
Maine. 


Those favoring- the expansion policy in 


the treatment of the Philippines were 
Attorney General Hosea M. Knowlton 
of Massachusetts, Mayor Josiaih Quincy 
and Congressman Samuel J. Barrows. 


"While the discussion of the question 


resembled a joint debate, it so resolved 
itself without any prearrangement. 


Applause was liberally given, and it is 


(tomewhat of a toss-up as to whether 
the expansionists or the anti-expansion- 
ists received the greater applause.

lie Hits Dedicated His Life. 


Havana, Jan. 4.—Maximo Gomez, from 
.-* camjj 200 miles westward, nearNar- 
u-:u, has addressed a proclamation to the 
'aban apny advising against dleband- 
i.g until the proceechng-g at Washington 
regarding- the pay of theinsurgent troopj I 
have been completed. It is dated B"ec. 29, j 
and is, in part, as f o! i n s: 


"The moment lias arrived to give a 


public explanation of my conduct anc) 
my purposes, which are always in accord j 
with my sense of duty to the country ] | 
serve. The Americans, tacitly our al- 
lies, have terminated the war with Spair 
and signed-a treaty of peace. I believec 
it was my thity not to move, for any po- 
litical or other object, from the spot 
where I had drawn my sword, so long-as' 
tha enemies of the army had not com- 
pletely evacuated the island. My pres- 
ence elsewhere would have disturbed the 
repose and calmness necessary to con- 
solidate peace; nor ought I to have 
caused the Cubans trouble by unneces- 
sary manifestations during: the jubilee. 


"The period of transition is terminated, 


the army of the enemy is abandoning the 
country; the sovereignty of the great 
United States is beginning-, as stipulated 
in the protocol, over all the island. Bui 
Cuba is not yet free or independent. Self- 
government is not yet constituted. Fot 
that reason -we most dedicate ourselves 
to bruising about the disappearance o! 
the causes for American intervention. 


"But above everything else, in the 


spirit of justice to the Cuban army, ii 
is necessary that, before the liberators 
of the people can dissolve as a.guarantet 
of order, the debt which the country owe; 
to its s»oldi«rs should be satisfied. Await- 
ing this result, I remain in my presem 
position, always ready to help the Cu- 
bans, finish the work to which I havt 


ided'icated my life."

court convened at 11 o'clock today foi 
the session of 1899. The Republicans 
•who are largely in the majority, nom- 
inated the entire li&t of last year's offi- 
cers, and no opposition was made toitheii 
election by the Democrats. The list is as 
follows: President of the senabe, George 
A. Smith of Everett; clerk of the senate 
Henry T>. Coolidge of Concordi; chaplaJn 
Rev. Kdiriund Dowse of Bherborn; speak- 
er of th« house, John I* Bates of Boston;

Mr. Knowlton, in speaking for the 


commonwealth, referred to the indisposi- 
tion of Governor Wolcott, and said: 
"We have expanded time and time again 
by conquest, by purchase and by treaty. 
In my judgment those people who are 
annexed and who come under the po- 
litical jurisdiction of this nation, unless 
Uiere is some treaty right to the con- 
trary, become citizens of the United 
States, and whatever appertains to the 
United States appertains to them. I 
know of no law which brings this im- 
perial nation, which has the absolute 
right of sovereignty over everything it 
taJtee, whether by conquest, by treaty or 
otherwise, excepting what the states 
take to themselves, I know of nothing to 
prevent the United States a8ministerin,g- 
to Cuba, or Porto Rico, 
or Ma- 


nila for an indefinite time the laws as are 
administered to its present territories. 
It having been conceded that the ac- 
quired territory becomes part of the 
United States I know of no reason why 
the provisions of that constitution should 
not be carried out," 


Mayor Quincy was enthusiastically re- 


ee-ived, and after the cessation of ap- 
plause, in speaking to the point-on the 
evening's subject, said: 


"The common sense of the average 


citizen of this country—learned or un- 
learned—recognizes the fact that we have 
assumed certain duties and certain obli- 
gations as a consequence of our late 
war with Spain, and that whatever it 
may cost in dollars and cents, whatever 
Itvmay cost in toil or trouble and dis- 
turbance, we have got to face the duties 
which we have undertaken with the 
peoples who have lived under the gov- 
ernment of Spain, and whom we have 
taken the responsibility of directing that 
government. I believe that we must 
give them self-government—free gov- 
ernment — representative 
institutions, 


but at the same time I believe that we 
must give fliem g-ood government." 


Senator Perkins" prefaced his remarks 


by complimentary allusions to New Eng- 
land's wealth and business energy, and 
also spoke of the great productiveness of 
California. He spoke enthusiastically 
of shipbuilding on the 
Pacific coast, 


which had turned out such fine vessels 
as the Oregon, Olympia and Monterey. 


After referring to the annexation of 


Hawaii he said: "The war with Spain 
has developed other questions. We made 
a declaration of itself more far-reaching 
than any of us anticipated or imagined. 
Congress made a declaration, the presi- 
ient made a declaration that this was 
not a war for conquest—it was not a war 
for acquisition of territory. We have 
acquired Porto Rico, the JDadrones, and 
a thousand more of the Philippine isl- 
ands. We have paid, or are to pay, for 
them $20,000,000; that, therefore, divested 
it of all sentiment an,d makes it a busi- 
ness proposition. I do not think that it 
is a very good business investment. I 
have only to call your attention to the 
fact of the pestilential character; that 
there is not a congressman today who is 
not daily receiving hundreds of letters 
from volunteers in Manila, urging him to 
have those -volunteers discharged. We 
will come down now to the humanitarian 
standpoint. Nov., who is going to emi- 
grate to that country with a soil capable 
of producing everything and with wages 
it 10 cents a day for the ordinary laboring 
man—mechanics may get 50 cents a.,da.y. 
Hy manufacturing friends, I do not be- 
lieve you will find very much of a mar- 
ket in future for your wares and mer- 
chandise. General Aguinaldo says Spain 
does not own the island. He says the 
United States have only got Manila, and 
w« have got 20,500 men there. Today I 
sec there are six more regiments to be 
sent, ami that will take another pity in 
the island of Luzon. You say I am not 
an expansionist. I think I would be in 
favor of the annexation of Louisiana if 
T had lived at the time, but is there any 
anology in taking in these isolated 
groups of islands with 10,000,000 to 12,000,- 
000 Asiatics? They say the flag- should 
not come down when once raised. I have 
but to recite the fact that General Tay- 
lor and General Scott raised it in Mexico 
mid it c-T,me down with honor. Jt is to- 
day flying OVP r the forts in Cuba and in 
Havana, and it will come down when its 
mission is ended. I believe in building 
up American trade and extending our 
commerce* hut in doing it through t1" -• I

Congressman Boutelle said in part: 


"We have heard a good deal intimated 
about this Philippine question, but I 
confess I have never heard anything 
said about it until tonight. I have not 
yet heard from anybody any reasonable 
suggestion, and I cannot conceive of 
any, why we should annex the Phil- 
ippine islands. 
I confess that I am an 


anti-imperaJist. 
J*. is utterly unworthy 


of the dignity of American citizenship 
for us to treat a question of this kind 
in the way it is being done today. 
I 


.ion't know of anything that has oc- 
curred since the declaration of war that 
has in the slightest indicated that the 
American people are precluded 
from 


governing their own country in theii 
own way. 
The secretary of the n.avy, o* 


somebody in the navy department, when 
war was declared, ordered Dewey to 
sail and destroy the SpanishTlfeet where, 
ever he found it. 
This was dictated 


by every idea of reason and prudence, 
and he did so. Did anybody suggest a< 
that tirre that Dewey should go and 
capture Luzon or Manila, or make Ma- 
nila a principality or a state. 
Thu 


congress of the United States never gave 
the president any mission to go into the 
harbor of Manila or capture those isl- 
ands. 
We were to release Cuba. 


"When you come to think of it, there 


are many disadvantages in this whole 
thing. 
We axe going to throw the "pro- 


tective policy to the winds. 
The last 


time the president was here we had a 
Home Market club—with gold letters on 
a maroon background. 
Now we are 


going to have the 'open-door' policy. 


"I believe we can settle this question 


and get rid of the fuss with Spain 
without changing the fundamental prin- 
ciples of this republic, without "depart- 
ing from the traditions of the. great men 
who founded this government on the 
rocks on which it was built, and if tre 
only use a little common sense, and put 
on our thinking: caps, we will do v/hat 
Is }ie?t for the great, free, intelligent, 
patriotic, liberty-loving- people, under 
Anglo-Saxon laws, and under the Amer- 
ican flag.'' 


Hon. S. J. Barrowe spolj* very briefly. 


He said: 
"It %,too late for anybody 


who is an expansionist to ««e anything. 
I just want to say that if ywQ will take 
my friend Boutelle on the one side ami 
say that I disagree with htm, you wi}l 
have my speech. 
There are more than 


two sides to this, question. 
There are 


a great many sides to it. I have re- 
fused to be called an expansionist or an 
imperalist. 
I am willing to be called 


a Hberationist 
I think that it was in 


the spirit of liberation that this war was 
begun, and that it is in that spirit that 
the problems tha<t have come to us must 
be met."

Yet it is no doubt true that American 


•eaders are calling more clamorously every 
roar for fiction dealing with life lived 
under American conditions, nnd that even 


j in the big cities tilled with a large foreign 


element, as is New York, the fairiy well 
written story of American country life 
seems to meet a real demand. When you 
rome to think it over, it would bo sur- 
prising if this were not eo, since, notwith- 
standing the large percentage of the for- 
eign born, the proportion of readers in 
every great city who were brought up in 
the country is very large. Aside from the 
bankers and tha merchants, quite two- 
thirds of the highly successful men in 
£iew York were born in America outside 
this town, and a larger number of them 
than you would readily believe got their 
early training in little red schoolhbuses or 
white painted village academies or union 
schools. 


The only reason we do not oftener hear 


of heavy advance sales of fiction dealing 
with purely American life is that most of 
such fiction is done toohurrlediy and from 
observation that is too shallow by far. 
Whenever a school of writers arises whose 
members shall study the life of their own 
country, as Dickens and Scott and Thack- 
eray and Charlotte Bronte and the now 
lamented William Black studied British 
life, i 
i :i series of novels of phenoruanal 


gelling power is sure to be produced. 


Mrs. Delnnd a Close Stndeni. 


Mrs. Deland's earlier successes were ia 


many quarters supposed to have been won 
by reason of the fact that her stories had 
to do with religious or social or economic 
problems, and phe was known to be a closo 
student of all such questions. It is ad- 
mitted by all, however, that the "Old 
Chester Tales" have won their success 
because of tbeir intense human in- 
terest and the intimate knowledge of the 
essential points in a good story displayed 
by their author. It is held in some quar- 
ters that uo other Americao^writar now 
produolngfietion, unless it be Miss French 
(Octave Th«Bet), has shown such close 
study of human nature of the contempo- 
rary American 'brand as Mrs. Deland in 
her latest; wofk. 


This may not be a correct view to take 


jf her work tn comparison with that of 
Mrs. BurtQB Harrison, Mr. Howells, Mary 
E. Wilkins, Sara Orne Jewet't, George W. 
Cable, Frank Stockton, Stephen Crano 
and some others, but 'it certainly finds a 
rather'wide acceptance. Her stories are 
not in any sense to be compared with 
those of S. Weir Mitchell, for he writes of 
the past and of Francs, nor with those of 
Kiehard Harding Davis, for thoir power 
springs almost wholly from plot, incident 
and Btyle. 


Mrs. Deland was born a Cam^vell, and 


her family name betrays the fact that she 
comes of old Scotch stock. As long ago 
as tho ond of the Inst century, however, 
her ancestors dwelt somewhere in the 
southern part of this Union. She was 
born in Plttsburg. When she was only a 
girl, she sought training in some form of 
artistic axprsssion, but tho form chosen 
was pioturo making and not literature. 
Soon after she had finished her school 
days she took a course of instruction in 
drawing at the Cooper institute, and it 
was not until after her marriage to Lorin 
F. Delnnd that she turned her attention 
to writing. 


Curiously enough, her first great success, 


•'John Ward, Preacher," has been thor- 
oughly laisunderbtood by most persons

WHREATENBU POLLUTION op THE 


WATER 


The council has been petitioned by 


..prominent citizens with reference to 
a. threatened pollution of a principal 
eource of our water supply. It is a 
very important matter and will receive 
first attention. The pollution feared 
if expected from a lumber camp on the 
Ames property in Stamford, Vt. The 
Btate board of health and the local 
fcoard of health are of similar opinion 
concerning the danger that might come 
from .the camp. As the camp is in Ver- 
mont state the local health authorities 
cannot take steps to abate any nui- 
•ancs It might produce as they could 
were it located in Massachusetts. For 
this reason the matter is brought be- 
fore the council so that the council 
may investigate and decide what had 
better be done. The council may re- 
port at its adjourned meeting- Friday 
evening. There is no way of avoiding 
thfe contamination of the camp except 
the city can secure control of the prop- 
erty. And it cannot control it unless 
it buy* it. So it is likely that the coun- 
cil committee will recommend buying 
the land on which the camp is located. 
It can.- be bought for a sum less than 
J5000, TVhich should not be considered 
when (he health of the community is 
jeopardized. The marked decrease in 
the death rate of last year as com- 
pared with the death rate of the pre- 
vious year shows that the result of 
constant care for public health is far 
loo valuable to be alloived to diminish.

The incoming Cady admin- 
istration is not responsible for that 
loose transaciton, but it was wise 
enough to delay the work last spring 
•until an agreement as binding as a 
v aiving of damages was made with 
each property owner to be benefltted 
by the improvements." 


>"S it is always well to oppose raa- 


licious error with truth to prevent w"ell- 
disposed people getting wrong impres- 
sions it shoud he stated now that there 
Is no agreement between Church street 
abutters and the city AVhieh'sives the 
oity special opportunity to collect the 
half cost for the work done. The city 
has no other protection in this instance 
than the protection afforded by the 
permanent improvement act. The act 
makes the abutters assessable for half 
cost when the council \-otes that pub- 
lic convenience and necessity 'demand 
the improvements.

derstanding with one or two of them 
regarding what the city should do with 
terraces that the improvements greatly 
inodify.

Congress- 
man David A. DeArmond of Missouri 
and Congressman Charles A: Boutelle of 
Maine. 


Those favoring- the expansion policy in 


the treatment of the Philippines were 
Attorney General Hosea M. Knowlton 
of Massachusetts, Mayor Josiaih Quincy 
and Congressman Samuel J. Barrows.

resembled a joint debate, it so resolved 
itself without any prearrangement.

Havana, Jan. 4.—Maximo Gomez, from

regarding- the pay of theinsurgent troopj I 
have been completed. It is dated B"ec. 29, j 
and is, in part, as f o! i n s: 


"The moment lias arrived to give a 


public explanation of my conduct anc) 
my purposes, which are always in accord j 
with my sense of duty to the country ] | 
serve. The Americans, tacitly our al- 
lies, have terminated the war with Spair 
and signed-a treaty of peace. I believec 
it was my thity not to move, for any po- 
litical or other object, from the spot 
where I had drawn my sword, so long-as' 
tha enemies of the army had not com- 
pletely evacuated the island. My pres- 
ence elsewhere would have disturbed the 
repose and calmness necessary to con- 
solidate peace; nor ought I to have 
caused the Cubans trouble by unneces- 
sary manifestations during: the jubilee. 


"The period of transition is terminated, 


the army of the enemy is abandoning the 
country; the sovereignty of the great 
United States is beginning-, as stipulated 
in the protocol, over all the island. Bui 
Cuba is not yet free or independent. Self- 
government is not yet constituted. Fot 
that reason -we most dedicate ourselves 
to bruising about the disappearance o! 
the causes for American intervention. 


"But above everything else, in the 


spirit of justice to the Cuban army, ii 
is necessary that, before the liberators 
of the people can dissolve as a.guarantet 
of order, the debt which the country owe; 
to its s»oldi«rs should be satisfied. Await-

In my judgment those people who are 
annexed and who come under the po- 
litical jurisdiction of this nation, unless 
Uiere is some treaty right to the con- 
trary, become citizens of the United 
States, and whatever appertains to the 
United States appertains to them. I 
know of no law which brings this im- 
perial nation, which has the absolute 
right of sovereignty over everything it 
taJtee, whether by conquest, by treaty or 
otherwise, excepting what the states 
take to themselves, I know of nothing to 
prevent the United States a8ministerin,g- 
to Cuba, or Porto Rico, 
or Ma- 


nila for an indefinite time the laws as are 
administered to its present territories. 
It having been conceded that the ac- 
quired territory becomes part of the 
United States I know of no reason why 
the provisions of that constitution should 
not be carried out," 


Mayor Quincy was enthusiastically re- 


ee-ived, and after the cessation of ap- 
plause, in speaking to the point-on the 
evening's subject, said: 


"The common sense of the average 


citizen of this country—learned or un- 
learned—recognizes the fact that we have 
assumed certain duties and certain obli- 
gations as a consequence of our late 
war with Spain, and that whatever it 
may cost in dollars and cents, whatever 
Itvmay cost in toil or trouble and dis- 
turbance, we have got to face the duties 
which we have undertaken with the 
peoples who have lived under the gov- 
ernment of Spain, and whom we have 
taken the responsibility of directing that 
government. I believe that we must 
give them self-government—free gov- 
ernment — representative 
institutions, 


but at the same time I believe that we 
must give fliem g-ood government." 


Senator Perkins" prefaced his remarks 


by complimentary allusions to New Eng- 
land's wealth and business energy, and 
also spoke of the great productiveness of 
California. He spoke enthusiastically 
of shipbuilding on the 
Pacific coast, 


which had turned out such fine vessels 
as the Oregon, Olympia and Monterey. 


After referring to the annexation of 


Hawaii he said: "The war with Spain 
has developed other questions. We made 
a declaration of itself more far-reaching 
than any of us anticipated or imagined. 
Congress made a declaration, the presi- 
ient made a declaration that this was 
not a war for conquest—it was not a war 
for acquisition of territory. We have 
acquired Porto Rico, the JDadrones, and 
a thousand more of the Philippine isl- 
ands. We have paid, or are to pay, for 
them $20,000,000; that, therefore, divested 
it of all sentiment an,d makes it a busi- 
ness proposition. I do not think that it 
is a very good business investment. I 
have only to call your attention to the 
fact of the pestilential character; that 
there is not a congressman today who is 
not daily receiving hundreds of letters 
from volunteers in Manila, urging him to 
have those -volunteers discharged. We 
will come down now to the humanitarian 
standpoint. Nov., who is going to emi- 
grate to that country with a soil capable 
of producing everything and with wages 
it 10 cents a day for the ordinary laboring 
man—mechanics may get 50 cents a.,da.y. 
Hy manufacturing friends, I do not be- 
lieve you will find very much of a mar- 
ket in future for your wares and mer- 
chandise. General Aguinaldo says Spain 
does not own the island. He says the 
United States have only got Manila, and 
w« have got 20,500 men there. Today I 
sec there are six more regiments to be 
sent, ami that will take another pity in 
the island of Luzon. You say I am not 
an expansionist. I think I would be in 
favor of the annexation of Louisiana if 
T had lived at the time, but is there any 
anology in taking in these isolated 
groups of islands with 10,000,000 to 12,000,- 
000 Asiatics? They say the flag- should 
not come down when once raised. I have 
but to recite the fact that General Tay- 
lor and General Scott raised it in Mexico 
mid it c-T,me down with honor.

time the president was here we had a 
Home Market club—with gold letters on 
a maroon background. 
Now we are 


going to have the 'open-door' policy. 


"I believe we can settle this question 


and get rid of the fuss with Spain 
without changing the fundamental prin- 
ciples of this republic, without "depart- 
ing from the traditions of the. great men 
who founded this government on the 
rocks on which it was built, and if tre 
only use a little common sense, and put 
on our thinking: caps, we will do v/hat 
Is }ie?t for the great, free, intelligent, 
patriotic, liberty-loving- people, under 
Anglo-Saxon laws, and under the Amer- 
ican flag.'' 


Hon. S. J. Barrowe spolj* very briefly. 


He said:

Yet it is no doubt true that American 


•eaders are calling more clamorously every 
roar for fiction dealing with life lived 
under American conditions, nnd that even 


j in the big cities tilled with a large foreign 


element, as is New York, the fairiy well 
written story of American country life 
seems to meet a real demand. When you 
rome to think it over, it would bo sur- 
prising if this were not eo, since, notwith- 
standing the large percentage of the for- 
eign born, the proportion of readers in 
every great city who were brought up in 
the country is very large. Aside from the 
bankers and tha merchants, quite two- 
thirds of the highly successful men in 
£iew York were born in America outside 
this town, and a larger number of them 
than you would readily believe got their 
early training in little red schoolhbuses or 
white painted village academies or union 
schools. 


The only reason we do not oftener hear 


of heavy advance sales of fiction dealing 
with purely American life is that most of 
such fiction is done toohurrlediy and from 
observation that is too shallow by far. 
Whenever a school of writers arises whose 
members shall study the life of their own 
country, as Dickens and Scott and Thack- 
eray and Charlotte Bronte and the now 
lamented William Black studied British 
life, i

gelling power is sure to be produced. 


Mrs. Delnnd a Close Stndeni. 


Mrs. Deland's earlier successes were ia 


many quarters supposed to have been won 
by reason of the fact that her stories had 
to do with religious or social or economic 
problems, and phe was known to be a closo 
student of all such questions. It is ad- 
mitted by all, however, that the "Old 
Chester Tales" have won their success 
because of tbeir intense human in- 
terest and the intimate knowledge of the 
essential points in a good story displayed 
by their author. It is held in some quar- 
ters that uo other Americao^writar now 
produolngfietion, unless it be Miss French 
(Octave Th«Bet), has shown such close 
study of human nature of the contempo- 
rary American 'brand as Mrs. Deland in 
her latest; wofk. 


This may not be a correct view to take 


jf her work tn comparison with that of 
Mrs. BurtQB Harrison, Mr. Howells, Mary 
E. Wilkins, Sara Orne Jewet't, George W. 
Cable, Frank Stockton, Stephen Crano 
and some others, but 'it certainly finds a 
rather'wide acceptance. Her stories are 
not in any sense to be compared with 
those of S. Weir Mitchell, for he writes of 
the past and of Francs, nor with those of 
Kiehard Harding Davis, for thoir power 
springs almost wholly from plot, incident 
and Btyle. 


Mrs. Deland was born a Cam^vell, and 


her family name betrays the fact that she 
comes of old Scotch stock. As long ago 
as tho ond of the Inst century, however, 
her ancestors dwelt somewhere in the 
southern part of this Union. She was 
born in Plttsburg. When she was only a 
girl, she sought training in some form of 
artistic axprsssion, but tho form chosen 
was pioturo making and not literature.

Btatosmon Prepared to Settle Down 


For Two Months' Work. 


Many Important Measures Are 


Pressing For Action. 


Peace Treaty Will Run the Senate Gauntlet 


Without Factious Opposition. 


Washington, Jan. 4.—The holiday re- 


cess has ended and congress reassembled 
today. 
The senate almost immediately 


adjourned out of respect for the memory 
of Senator MorriU. 


A session of the senate will be held 


tomorrow, but there is a movement 
looking to an adjournment from that 
date until the following Monday, based 
upon the probability that there will not 
be a full attendance of senators so soon 
ufter the holidays. ' This plan will be 
antagonized by the friends of the Nlc- 
araguan canal, and by other senators 
who are championing especial measures, 
and it now appears quite probable that 
they will be able to hold the senate for 
at least another day of the week. 


There will be two months to a day of 


the session left from the date of recon- 
vening, and the time will be fully oc- 
cupied 'if half the work is to be done 
that is planned. 
None oC the regular 


appropriation bills have passed the sen- 
ate, and the river and harbor bill is tn 
be added to the regular list this sessio'n 
None regard the treaty of less import- 
ance than the supply bills, and it will be 
passed along with them when reported 
practically without regard to other bills 


Of other measures of magnitude which 


will press for consideration in the sen- 
ats during the session, the Nicaraguan 
canal bill will take precedence, but therr 
will be urgent pressure in behalf of the 
Hawaiian government bill, the anti- 
scalping bill and the interstate com- 
merce commission bill, to say nothing 
of the probabilities concerning meas- 
ures for the increase of the standing 
army and of the navy. 


Senator 'Blkins, and other friends of 


that measure, will.also continue to urge 
the bill regulating the registraiion of 
foreign buiflt vessels wrecked in Ameri- 
can waters. 
These are only the most 


important questions demanding con- 
sideration in the few weeks remaining 
Every senator has a number of measures 
of lesf! importance. 


The Nicaraguan canal bill wili com- 


mand the right of way at the beginning 
of the session, and will hold its place 
if it is made evident that a vote can be 
secured upon it before the appropriation 
bills and the treaty are to be taken up 
If it cannot be disposed of before thps- 
are brought in, it will be temporan!> 
displaced from time to time. The friend^ 
of the bill maintain, however, that de- 
hate is practically exhausted, and thej 
are hopeful of securing1 a vote at no very 
distant date. They profess to feel ver;, 
much encouraged by the preliminary re 
port of the Walker commission, which 
was made public last week. Senator 
Cullom has given notice of a motion to 
take up the anti-scalping bill as soon a? 
the canal bill may be out of the way. 


There is a growing bellpf that th? 


treaty will not be made tha subject of a 
long: debate. 
Nothing leas than some 


unforeseen emergency can prevent the 
senate's favorable action upon It at the 
present session. 
There are features 


m the treaty which many senators con- 
sider objectionable, but the fact that it 
is a treaty of peace, and that they, as a 
rule, have nothing 
In its stead to 


offer, \vill prevent any factious opposi- 
tion. 
So far as the opponents have a 


plan, it is to let the treaty go through 
and then devote themselves to shaping 
legislation consequent upon Us ratifi- 
cation. 
They may offer their amend- 


ment 
committing 
this government 


against an attempt to exercise sover- 
eignty in the Philippines, but they do not 
expect it to become a part of the docu- 
ment. 


The treaty will be discussed in execu- 


tive session, but the senators will con- 
tinue to make speeches in the open sen- 
ate on Senator Vest's anti-expansion 
resolution. 
' 


The consideration of a code>of Jaws far 


the territory of Alaska, reported from 
the committee on the revision of the laws, 
is expected to take up the greater por- 
tion of the legislative day in the house 
today. It that body follows its usual 
custom it Tvill adjourn some time during 
the afternoon out of respect to the mem- 
ory of Senator MorriU. Tomorrow la to 
be given to the committee on the. ju- 
diciary, and a number of measures re- 
ported from it are likely to be passed.

Btatosmon Prepared to Settle Down 


For Two Months' Work. 


Many Important Measures Are 


Pressing For Action. 


Peace Treaty Will Run the Senate Gauntlet 


Without Factious Opposition. 


Washington, Jan. 4.—The holiday re- 


cess has ended and congress reassembled 
today. 
The senate almost immediately 


adjourned out of respect for the memory 
of Senator MorriU. 


A session of the senate will be held 


tomorrow, but there is a movement 
looking to an adjournment from that 
date until the following Monday, based 
upon the probability that there will not 
be a full attendance of senators so soon 
ufter the holidays. ' This plan will be 
antagonized by the friends of the Nlc- 
araguan canal, and by other senators 
who are championing especial measures, 
and it now appears quite probable that 
they will be able to hold the senate for 
at least another day of the week. 


There will be two months to a day of 


the session left from the date of recon- 
vening, and the time will be fully oc- 
cupied 'if half the work is to be done 
that is planned. 
None oC the regular 


appropriation bills have passed the sen- 
ate, and the river and harbor bill is tn 
be added to the regular list this sessio'n 
None regard the treaty of less import- 
ance than the supply bills, and it will be 
passed along with them when reported 
practically without regard to other bills 


Of other measures of magnitude which 


will press for consideration in the sen- 
ats during the session, the Nicaraguan 
canal bill will take precedence, but therr 
will be urgent pressure in behalf of the 
Hawaiian government bill, the anti- 
scalping bill and the interstate com- 
merce commission bill, to say nothing 
of the probabilities concerning meas- 
ures for the increase of the standing 
army and of the navy. 


Senator 'Blkins, and other friends of 


that measure, will.also continue to urge 
the bill regulating the registraiion of 
foreign buiflt vessels wrecked in Ameri- 
can waters. 
These are only the most 


important questions demanding con- 
sideration in the few weeks remaining 
Every senator has a number of measures 
of lesf! importance. 


The Nicaraguan canal bill wili com- 


mand the right of way at the beginning 
of the session, and will hold its place 
if it is made evident that a vote can be 
secured upon it before the appropriation 
bills and the treaty are to be taken up 
If it cannot be disposed of before thps- 
are brought in, it will be temporan!> 
displaced from time to time. The friend^ 
of the bill maintain, however, that de- 
hate is practically exhausted, and thej 
are hopeful of securing1 a vote at no very 
distant date. They profess to feel ver;, 
much encouraged by the preliminary re 
port of the Walker commission, which 
was made public last week. Senator 
Cullom has given notice of a motion to 
take up the anti-scalping bill as soon a? 
the canal bill may be out of the way. 


There is a growing bellpf that th? 


treaty will not be made tha subject of a 
long: debate. 
Nothing leas than some 


unforeseen emergency can prevent the 
senate's favorable action upon It at the 
present session. 
There are features 


m the treaty which many senators con- 
sider objectionable, but the fact that it 
is a treaty of peace, and that they, as a 
rule, have nothing 
In its stead to 


offer, \vill prevent any factious opposi- 
tion. 
So far as the opponents have a 


plan, it is to let the treaty go through 
and then devote themselves to shaping 
legislation consequent upon Us ratifi- 
cation. 
They may offer their amend- 


ment 
committing 
this government 


against an attempt to exercise sover- 
eignty in the Philippines, but they do not 
expect it to become a part of the docu- 
ment. 


The treaty will be discussed in execu- 


tive session, but the senators will con- 
tinue to make speeches in the open sen- 
ate on Senator Vest's anti-expansion 
resolution.

The consideration of a code>of Jaws far 


the territory of Alaska, reported from 
the committee on the revision of the laws, 
is expected to take up the greater por- 
tion of the legislative day in the house 
today.

Marlboro, Mass., Jan. 4.—The confer- 


ence between S. H. Howe ajid Samuel 
Compere, field yesterday, lasted three 
hours. The different phases of the situa- 
tion were discussed, yet no decision was 
reached, and when the conference was 
ended the situation remained the same 
as before. 


The shoe workers held a mass meeting 


Boon after the conference. Mr. Gompers 
was the principal speaker, and in the 
course of hfs remarks he explained the 
Interview with Mr. Howe. He advised 
tois hearers to remain true to their cause 
and to be orderly at all times and observe 
the law, but to exercise their rights as 
American citizens. He promised to do 
everything in his power to aW the strik- 
ers. He was loudly cheered when he 
said: "When you go Into the factories, 
go in together, the same way as you came 
out." Mr. Gompers closed by asking all 
those who are in favor of going back tc 
the factori-es under the pres«nt conditions 
to make it manifest. Not a. single voice 
responded, but there was a storm of 
"Nos" when he asked those who are not 
in favor of returning. 


John F. Tobin was the next speaker 


and his remarks were an the same line 
as thise of Mr. Gompera. He said thr 
strikers are stronger t9day than the\ 
were when they left the factories at tht 
commencement of the strike. 


The state pofice received attention fron 


the speakers, their presence being con 
demned. Ofreef the speakers announce 
that aid is promised from th* America 
Federation of Labor, and that ever 
union from Maine to California will heij 
the Marlboro strikers.

THE FAMILY NAME. 


That afternoon M. Sanvallier received 


from his younger son, lieutenant in the 
garrison at Versailles, tho following let- 
ter: 


"VERSAILLES, May 85, 1888. 


"My DEAK FATHER—I am threatened 


with ft frightful disaster, which affects you 
as well as me. I write to you because I can 
never—must never—see you again. I am 
unworthy of yoil. Led away by a friend, 
I speculated at the Bourse and have be- 
come invohtd in yesterday's downfall, in 
that unexpected collapse where so many 
fortunes have been wrecked. I dare not 
tell how much I have lost—it must be, 
however, for the honor of the Sanvalliers 
Is involved. Alas, it means very nearly 
yonr complete rnin! 'I owe 468,000 francs. 


"Ah, curse me1 I am a wretch! But I 


did not suspect that such a thing could 
happen. After having tried in vain to 
avoid this disaster I returned to my room, 
•wild, my brain on fire, determined to end 
my life. But I learned that they are re- 
cruiting volunteer officers for Tonkin, and 
I asked to be sent'there. Suicide changes 
nothing in the situation, it but leaves a 
stain on the family. 


"Out there, at leawt, my death will be 


useful It will have nothing about It to 
make you blush, and it will'perhaps insplra 
you with a little compassion for that guilty 
but unhappy and despairing son who 
suffers keenly from the wrong which he 
has done you and who bids you goodby for- 
ever! 
CAMLLLE SANVALLIEK." 


M. Ssnvallier, a widower of several 


years' standing, one of the most esteemed 
foundry owners of Paris, was judge of the 
tribunal of commerce'and officer of the 
Legion of Honor. He had two sons—Ca- 
mille, the lieutenant, and Auguste, a 
painter ot some orignality married to a 
charring woman and father of a Ittle 6* 
year-old girl, Andrea. 


He had kept. them away from all com- 


mercial enterprises, f««ring their inexperi- 
ence and dreading for them the universal 
cruel risk of business. He also exacted 
that after his death the business of the 
foundry should be liquidated and not sold, 
lit order that it should not pass into other 
hands, and thus be sure of preserving for- 
ever intact the name of the Sanvallierr. 
And now, in spite of all these precautions, 
a misfortune greater than any which he 
could have foreseen had fallen upon him. 
Dumfounded and wild eyed, he gat in his 
easy chair. He must reread the letter to 
assure himself that he was not dreaming. 
It was really true Camille had ruined—- 
perhaps d sgraced—him. 


It seemed to him that the objects around 


him wers no longer the same. He raised 
himself feebly, as if crushed tinder a bur- 
den too heavy to be borne, his limbs trem- 
bling, his whole being unnerved by the 
shook. Then he fell back again, and two 
large tears trickled down his face. 


The sum must be paid the next day. He 


must procure it at any price. It was hard. 
The foundry-man's fortune was composed 
of material and merchandise. Would such 
a forced realization yield the necessary 
amount? He did not know yet. And then 
afterward, with the debt once paid, could 
he fulfill his contracts? By that time it 
would be failure—the failure of Sanval- 
lier. Fail! He, officer of the Legion of 
Honor, judge of tho tribunal of commerce? 
Never! He would sooner kill himsolf. But 
before that he would try everything—he 
would attempt the Impossible. 


And all night long the poor man search- 


ed, calculated and contrived combinations. 
In the morning he started out with anguish 
In his heart. He appealed to associates, 
comrades and friends, relating to them the 
dreadful misfortune. They interested them- 
selves according to their ability. In order 
to Bid him BOOM of his colleagues bought 
bis goods for cash; some advanced and oth- 
ers lent him money. 


Until nightfall he traversed Paris by 


carriage in all directions. He returned, 
bringing to his cashier checks, bank notes 
and delivery orders, then set out in anoth- 
er direction, beginning again the same 
Btory everywhere, imploring everywhere 
the same service. In the evening, as he 
wns examining the results of the day's 
work, Auguste arrived with his wife and 
Andree. He also had borrowed and had 
sold his pictures at a very low price, and 
he brought 80,000 francs. Andree, igno- 
rant of the misfortune of her parents, be- 
gan immediately to play with her Jeanne, 
a doll neai.y as tall as herself, which her 
grandfather had given her some time be- 
fore, and whom she loved, she said, "like 
a real daughter." 


She placed the doll in an armchair and 


was contemplating her from a distance, 
when, apparently astonished that, witl 
euch a lifelike appearanc*, she did net 
move, she_ put this question to her moth 
er, "Dolls'are persons, aren't they?" Bui 
the young •vy.ojaan did not hear her. 


The little one was struck then with th< 


sadness of 'her parents. She began to ob 
serve what was passing around her, gaziri*- 
from one to the other, seeking to under 
stand. She saw her father giving his port 
folio, her mother laying on tha table he 
bracelets, necklaces, edmcgs and lit 
rings, and M. Sanvnllicr thanking then 
with tears. Then, thoughtful and grave 
she turned toward her doll again, kissec 
her with the deep passion of a last faro 
well, and, approaching her grandfather 
gave her to him, saying, with a sweet, re 
signed air, "There, grandfather, you ma> 
eell her to"tho shopman!" 
• M. Sanvallier, taking the child In hi 
arms, broke into sobs, murmuring:'' Thou 
too, my angel I All, the wretch, thi 
Wretch!" 


Camilles' debt wr.s paid. Their honoi 


was saved, but M. Sonvalller's fortun- 
had vanished. Eowever, thanks to certnic i 
arrangements, he was allowed to continue 
In the proprietorship of the foundry. Ther 
he said to himself that he would work yei 
in spite of his 60 years, that he would wort 
Without rest, with the anxious desperatioi 
of those commencing life, who are tor 
mented with the care of the morrow. H. 
reduced his expenses, gave up his apart 
ments to live Kith his son, sold his horse 


and carriage, sent away his servants and 
diminished hi* personal needs. 


Augusta took the 4>lace of designer and 


bis wife that of cashier at the foundry. 
And each went to his or her work, accept- 
ing their several tasks without a frown, 
with the feeling of a great duty that must 
be accomplished. 


The conduct of this old man, so jealous 


of hi* name, so upright,-so courageous In 
hi* ruin, excited the most profound pity. 
All who knew him sympathized with him 
In his hard lot 
Orders increased rapidly, 


and soon an unwonted activity pervaded 
the establishment, stirred it from founda- 
tion to roof- and rekindled M. Sanvallicr'a 
how* n little. But 4 dread. haunted him. 


thoughts in the midst of his occupations, 
He feared to hoar some day that Caniilld 
had speculated once more, tl.at he was 
again in debt. He forbade all mention of 
him in his presence. He was henceforth 
the wioked sou, be of whom all are 
ashamed, the remembrance of whom, 
heavy as remorse, saddens the paternal 
home and manes th; meals silent 


The months passed, a year slipped by, 


then another. Now, down at Grenelle, the 
foundry was seized with a fury of- work, 
with un enormous productiveness. It never 
rested, but cave itself entirely and, as if 
with I) conscience to the performance of its 
duty. Its furnaces blazed In the shadow 
of the sheds like piercing «yes. Its power- 


i ful blase shook the surrounding ground. 


The melted metal, smoking and red, ran 
like its lifeblood in the crucibles. In tho 
morning, long before the hour for vror!:, 
It called the men with its shrill cry, uml 
all night long it illumined the sky with a 
bright light which blazed above its head. 


At that time the campaign of Tonkin

STATE SANITARIUM. 


MASSACHUSETTS HAS A FRESH AIR 


HOSPITAL FOR CONSUMPTIVES.

The state of Massachusetts has establish- 


ed a sanitarium or general hospital for 
consumptives where the fresh air cure 
may be scientifically applied. The hospi- 
tal is located on a hill In the town of But- 
luml. A Ore* on the grounds maiks the 
exact center of the state, this having been 
determined by topographical iurveys. 
, The Institution was formally opened in 
October by the governor and council. It 
has the honor of being the first state sani- 
tarium for consumptives on this continent, 
the only similar institutions being con- 
ducted privately by doctors who have rec- 
ognized the efficacy of this treatment as a 
cure for consumption as well as a source 
of rovonun to themselves. 


Located, as it is, 1,300 foot above the sea 


level, and away from the damp, oh ill 
winds of the coast, the hospital is an ideal 
place in which to do most valiant service 
in battling with the insidious disease. 
Tho locality is blessed with purity of at- 
mosphere free from malarial influences, 
also undoubtedly free from pathogenic mi- 
crobes, especially streptococci, which cause 
so much of the mixed infection which adds 
to the terrors of the plain tubercular iar 
feotion. 


But, above all, it has almost perfect ar- 


rangements for giving tue opon air treat- 
ment, arrangements which are nearly, if 
not quite, impossible in hospitals or pri- 
vate homes in the city. The principal hy- 
gienic measures which are in vogue at 
Rutland, and which at other sanitariums 
have been successful because patients are 
constantly under, observation and disci- 
pline, include, first, hyperaeration, or as 
near perpetual life in the open air as can 
be secured, the air being as pure, as free 
from duet and smoke and microorganisms 
as possible; second, byperalimentation, or 
plenty of good, sensible, nourishing, di- 
gestible food, given in the right way and 
adapted to each pattent; third, the judi- 
cious employment of rest or exercise, es- 
pecially rest, carefully adapted to each 
one's requirements and regulated from 
day to day, a tremendously important fac- 
tor; fourth, proper, bathing. 


The first is perhaps the most Important 


i measure of all four. Every one, of course, 


has had fresh air and good ventilation 
talked into 1 m since childhood. In itself, 
then, this feature of the treatment is not 
new. 


But the modern open air treatment doe* 


not mean the 300 cubic feet allowed each 
individual merely, but literally 100 times 
more. It means the exposure of the pa-

tieni to the open air from 7 to 13 
'hours every day in" almost all weathers, in 
Bummer and winter, on some kind of pi- 
azza or shelter, and protected from the 
rain and wind by various devices. At 
night an abundance of ventilation is se- 
cured through windows opened more or 
less widely, according to the season. 


During the day the patient reclines out 


of doors on a long chair, well protected by 
warm clothing, if necessary even steamer 
rugs and furs or hot water bottles being 
brought into service. Patients have to be- 
come acclimated gradually, especially those 
who are not used to fresh air, but after a 
while they become toughened to it. 


At first there is often much prejudice 


against it to overcome, especially the fear 
of taking cold, but this feoon yields when 
the fever subsides, the appetite and weight 
improve, night sweats lessen and good 
sleep returns. The cough may at first in- 
crease, but soon diminishes, and it does 
not take long for the patient to become an 
ardent advocate of the treatment. 


The Rutland institution is in no sense 


an experiment. Ever since Brehmer open- 
ed tho first consumptive samt*uium at 
Goerborsdorf, Germany, some £0 or- 40 
years ago, the spread of the open air treat- 
ment has been continuous on the conti- 
nent. 


The question <Sf caring properly for the 


thousands of tuberculous patients who in- 
habit the tenement districts of large cities, 
disseminating the germs of their disease 
among their own km, friends and neigh 
bors, or those who crowd the general hos- 
pital wards to the danger of patients suf- 
fering from acute diseases, has become for 
the sanitarian one of the vital issues of 
the day and hns resulted in the establish- 
ment of pubHo sanitariums in France, 
England and Germany, there being no less 
than 30 in tho latter country, most of 
them being under municipal control. All 
of these have a remarkable record for 
cures effected. 


As soon as the patient reaches Rutland 


he is generally put to bed to rest and allay 
what fever ho may have. At first he may 
be placed in a private room, but the point 
Is made that no private patients will be ad- 
mitted; that when possible ths patients 
shall occupy tho general wards, and that 
private rooms will be allowed only for 
physical reasons. 


Tho charge for patients is uniform for 


every individual—50 cents per day. No 
extra charges will be made, and no fees or 
tips can be accepted by any one. The sum 
of SO cents a day, it is said, just about 
covers tho cost of the food consumed and 
does not include the expense of prepara- 
tion and all the other running expenses of 
tbo institution. If too poor to pay, the city 
where the patient resides is expected to 
foot the bill. There are now 77 patients at 
the hospital, though it can accommodate 
200. 


The Institution is of too recent estab- 


lishment to show any permanent cures as 
yet, bat the physicians in charge and the 
patients theinselves speak with great en- 
thusiasm of die results already observed. 
Perhaps the best Individual record of im- 
provement is that of a patient who has 
been at the sanitarium for eight weeks 
and has gained S3 pounds.

In all, thy quality is loach heavier than 
for fall and winter. There are numbers of 
broches or brocades with two and three 
shades of 'the same color, fiomo elegant 
black brocades have figures in buttercup 
yellow mingled with white, which tones 
apd blends tbe too bright yellow. Bloh 
peklns and gros de naplas and peau do 
spies are shewn in beautiful designs, and 
there is much piece dyed silk, mostly in 
very close taffeta. These colors are all 
handsome. There are blues in the faience 
shades, grays in the silvery tint without 
admixture of pink, pale tobacco tints and 
snuff <iolor.

THE FAMILY NAME. 


That afternoon M. Sanvallier received 


from his younger son, lieutenant in the 
garrison at Versailles, tho following let- 
ter: 


"VERSAILLES, May 85, 1888. 


"My DEAK FATHER—I am threatened 


with ft frightful disaster, which affects you 
as well as me. I write to you because I can 
never—must never—see you again. I am 
unworthy of yoil. Led away by a friend, 
I speculated at the Bourse and have be- 
come invohtd in yesterday's downfall, in 
that unexpected collapse where so many 
fortunes have been wrecked. I dare not 
tell how much I have lost—it must be, 
however, for the honor of the Sanvalliers 
Is involved. Alas, it means very nearly 
yonr complete rnin! 'I owe 468,000 francs. 


"Ah, curse me1 I am a wretch! But I 


did not suspect that such a thing could 
happen. After having tried in vain to 
avoid this disaster I returned to my room, 
wild, my brain on fire, determined to end 
my life. But I learned that they are re- 
cruiting volunteer officers for Tonkin, and 
I asked to be sent'there. Suicide changes 
nothing in the situation, it but leaves a 
stain on the family. 


"Out there, at leawt, my death will be 


useful It will have nothing about It to 
make you blush, and it will'perhaps insplra 
you with a little compassion for that guilty 
but unhappy and despairing son who 
suffers keenly from the wrong which he 
has done you and who bids you goodby for- 
ever! 
CAMLLLE SANVALLIEK." 


M. Ssnvallier, a widower of several 


years' standing, one of the most esteemed 
foundry owners of Paris, was judge of the 
tribunal of commerce'and officer of the 
Legion of Honor. He had two sons—Ca- 
mille, the lieutenant, and Auguste, a 
painter ot some orignality married to a 
charring woman and father of a Ittle 6* 
year-old girl, Andrea. 


He had kept. them away from all com- 


mercial enterprises, f««ring their inexperi- 
ence and dreading for them the universal 
cruel risk of business. He also exacted 
that after his death the business of the 
foundry should be liquidated and not sold, 
lit order that it should not pass into other 
hands, and thus be sure of preserving for- 
ever intact the name of the Sanvallierr. 
And now, in spite of all these precautions, 
a misfortune greater than any which he 
could have foreseen had fallen upon him. 
Dumfounded and wild eyed, he gat in his 
easy chair. He must reread the letter to 
assure himself that he was not dreaming. 
It was really true Camille had ruined—- 
perhaps d sgraced—him. 


It seemed to him that the objects around 


him wers no longer the same. He raised 
himself feebly, as if crushed tinder a bur- 
den too heavy to be borne, his limbs trem- 
bling, his whole being unnerved by the 
shook. Then he fell back again, and two 
large tears trickled down his face. 


The sum must be paid the next day. He 


must procure it at any price. It was hard. 
The foundry-man's fortune was composed 
of material and merchandise. Would such 
a forced realization yield the necessary 
amount?

By that time it 
would be failure—the failure of Sanval- 
lier. Fail! He, officer of the Legion of 
Honor, judge of tho tribunal of commerce? 

But 
before that he would try everything—he 
would attempt the Impossible. 


And all night long the poor man search- 


ed, calculated and contrived combinations. 
In the morning he started out with anguish 
In his heart. He appealed to associates, 
comrades and friends, relating to them the 
dreadful misfortune. They interested them- 
selves according to their ability. In order 
to Bid him BOOM of his colleagues bought 
bis goods for cash; some advanced and oth- 
ers lent him money. 


Until nightfall he traversed Paris by 


carriage in all directions. He returned, 
bringing to his cashier checks, bank notes 
and delivery orders, then set out in anoth- 
er direction, beginning again the same 
Btory everywhere, imploring everywhere 
the same service. In the evening, as he 
was examining the results of the day's 
work, Auguste arrived with his wife and 
Andree. He also had borrowed and had 
sold his pictures at a very low price, and 
he brought 80,000 francs. Andree, igno- 
rant of the misfortune of her parents, be- 
gan immediately to play with her Jeanne, 
a doll neai.y as tall as herself, which her 
grandfather had given her some time be- 
fore, and whom she loved, she said, "like 
a real daughter." 


She placed the doll in an armchair and 


was contemplating her from a distance, 
when, apparently astonished that, witl 
euch a lifelike appearanc*, she did net 
move, she_ put this question to her moth 
er, "Dolls'are persons, aren't they?" Bui 
the young Wjopidn did not hear her. 


The little one was struck then with th< 


sadness of 'her parents. She began to ob 
serve what was passing around her, gaziri*- 
from one to the other, seeking to under 
stand. She saw her father giving his port 
folio, her mother laying on tha table he 
bracelets, necklaces, edmcgs and lit 
rings, and M. Sanvnllicr thanking then 
with tears. Then, thoughtful and grave 
she turned toward her doll again, kissec 
her with the deep passion of a last faro 
well, and, approaching her grandfather 
gave her to him, saying, with a sweet, re 
signed air, "There, grandfather, you nm> 
eell her to"tho shopman!" 
• M. Sanvallier, taking the child In hi 
arms, broke into sobs, murmuring:'' Thou 
too, my angel I All, the wretch, thi 
Wretch!" 


Camilles' debt wr.s paid. Their honoi 


was saved, but M. Sonvalller's fortun- 
had vanished. Eowever, thanks to certnic i 
arrangements, he was allowed to continue 
In the proprietorship of the foundry. Ther 
he said to himself that he would work yei 
in spite of his 60 years, that he would wort 
Without rest, with the anxious desperatioi 
of those commencing life, who are tor 
mented with the care of the morrow. H. 
reduced his expenses, gave up his apart 
ments to live Kith his son, sold his horse 


and carriage, sent away his servants and 
diminished hi* personal needs. 


Augusta took the 4>lace of designer and 


bis wife that of cashier at the foundry. 
And each went to his or her work, accept- 
ing their several tasks without a frown, 
with the feeling of a great duty that must 
be accomplished. 


The conduct of this old man, so jealous 


of hi* name, so upright,-so courageous In 
hi* ruin, excited the most profound pity. 
All who knew him sympathized with him 
In his hard lot 
Orders increased rapidly, 


and soon an unwonted activity pervaded 
the establishment, stirred it from founda- 
tion to roof- and rekindled M. Sanvallicr'a 
how* n little. But 4 dread. haunted him. 


thoughts in the midst of his occupations, 
He feared to hoar some day that Caniilld 
had speculated once more, tl.at he was 
again in debt. He forbade all mention of 
him in his presence. He was henceforth 
the wioked sou, be of whom all are 
ashamed, the remembrance of whom, 
heavy as remorse, saddens the paternal 
home and manes th; meals silent 


The months passed, a year slipped by, 


then another. Now, down at Grenelle, the 
foundry was seized with a fury of- work, 
with un enormous productiveness. It never 
rested, but cave itself entirely and, as if 
with I) conscience to the performance of its 
duty. Its furnaces blazed In the shadow 
of the sheds like piercing «yes. Its power- 


i ful blase shook the surrounding ground. 


The melted metal, smoking and red, ran 
like its lifeblood in the crucibles. In tho 
morning, long before the hour for vror!:, 
It called the men with its shrill cry, uml 
all night long it illumined the sky with a 
bright light which blazed above its head. 


At that time the campaign of Tonkin

Then, his gaze a little 
unsteady, his eyes wide open, with a sad 
astonishment, he asked his son in a slow 
voice: "Do yon believe that it is hoV He 
would then be captain?" He went over the 
dispatch a second time, murmuring softly, 
"The cross—condition desperate 1!' and a! 
tear coursed down his cheek. 


Two hours later a letter from the minis- ' 


ter of war informed the family of the event, 
and the next day all the, papers wore talk- 
ing of Captain Sanvallier, recalling -the 
fact that he was the son of the honorable ' 
foundry owner of Crenelle.

Soon they gave all the details. Camille, 


quoted many times in tbe doings of the 
day, had been made captain several months 
before.

STATE SANITARIUM. 


MASSACHUSETTS HAS A FRESH AIR 


HOSPITAL FOR CONSUMPTIVES. 


The Commonwealth FlchtlB* the 


Dread 
DU0a«e

Patient* Kept Oat of Door*. 


The state of Massachusetts has establish- 


ed a sanitarium or general hospital for 
consumptives where the fresh air cure 
may be scientifically applied. The hospi- 
tal is located on a hill In the town of But- 
luml. A Ore* on the grounds maiks the 
exact center of the state, this having been 
determined by topographical iurveys. 
, The Institution was formally opened in 
October by the governor and council. It 
has the honor of being the first state sani- 
tarium for consumptives on this continent, 
the only similar institutions being con- 
ducted privately by doctors who have rec- 
ognized the efficacy of this treatment as a 
cure for consumption as well as a source 
of rovonun to themselves. 


Located, as it is, 1,300 foot above the sea 


level, and away from the damp, oh ill 
winds of the coast, the hospital is an ideal 
place in which to do most valiant service 
in battling with the insidious disease. 
Tho locality is blessed with purity of at- 
mosphere free from malarial influences, 
also undoubtedly free from pathogenic mi- 
crobes, especially streptococci, which cause 
so much of the mixed infection which adds 
to the terrors of the plain tubercular iar 
feotion. 


But, above all, it has almost perfect ar- 


rangements for giving tue opon air treat- 
ment, arrangements which are nearly, if 
not quite, impossible in hospitals or pri- 
vate homes in the city. The principal hy- 
gienic measures which are in vogue at 
Rutland, and which at other sanitariums 
have been successful because patients are 
constantly under, observation and disci- 
pline, include, first, hyperaeration, or as 
near perpetual life in the open air as can 
be secured, the air being as pure, as free 
from duet and smoke and microorganisms 
as possible; second, byperalimentation, or 
plenty of good, sensible, nourishing, di- 
gestible food, given in the right way and 
adapted to each pattent; third, the judi- 
cious employment of rest or exercise, es- 
pecially rest, carefully adapted to each 
one's requirements and regulated from 
day to day, a tremendously important fac- 
tor; fourth, proper, bathing. 


The first is perhaps the most Important 


i measure of all four. Every one, of course, 


has had fresh air and good ventilation 
talked into 1 m since childhood. In itself, 
then, this feature of the treatment is not 
new. 


But the modern open air treatment doe* 


not mean the 300 cubic feet allowed each 
individual merely, but literally 100 times 
more. It means the exposure of the pa-

tieni to the open air from 7 to 13 
'hours every day in" almost all weathers, in 
Bummer and winter, on some kind of pi- 
azza or shelter, and protected from the 
rain and wind by various devices. At 
night an abundance of ventilation is se- 
cured through windows opened more or 
less widely, according to the season. 


During the day the patient reclines out 


of doors on a long chair, well protected by 
warm clothing, if necessary even steamer 
rugs and furs or hot water bottles being 
brought into service. Patients have to be- 
come acclimated gradually, especially those 
who are not used to fresh air, but after a 
while they become toughened to it. 


At first there is often much prejudice 


against it to overcome, especially the fear 
of taking cold, but this feoon yields when 
the fever subsides, the appetite and weight 
improve, night sweats lessen and good 
sleep returns. The cough may at first in- 
crease, but soon diminishes, and it does 
not take long for the patient to become an 
ardent advocate of the treatment. 


The Rutland institution is in no sense 


an experiment. Ever since Brehmer open- 
ed tho first consumptive samt*uium at 
Goerborsdorf, Germany, some £0 or- 40 
years ago, the spread of the open air treat- 
ment has been continuous on the conti- 
nent. 


The question <Sf caring properly for the 


thousands of tuberculous patients who in- 
habit the tenement districts of large cities, 
disseminating the germs of their disease 
among their own km, friends and neigh 
bors, or those who crowd the general hos- 
pital wards to the danger of patients suf- 
fering from acute diseases, has become for 
the sanitarian one of the vital issues of 
the day and hns resulted in the establish- 
ment of pubHo sanitariums in France, 
England and Germany, there being no less 
than 30 in tho latter country, most of 
them being under municipal control. All 
of these have a remarkable record for 
cures effected. 


As soon as the patient reaches Rutland 


he is generally put to bed to rest and allay 
what fever ho may have. At first he may 
be placed in a private room, but the point 
Is made that no private patients will be ad- 
mitted; that when possible ths patients 
shall occupy tho general wards, and that 
private rooms will be allowed only for 
physical reasons. 


Tho charge for patients is uniform for 


every individual—50 cents per day. No 
extra charges will be made, and no fees or 
tips can be accepted by any one. The sum 
of SO cents a day, it is said, just about 
covers tho cost of the food consumed and 
does not include the expense of prepara- 
tion and all the other running expenses of 
tbo institution. If too poor to pay, the city 
where the patient resides is expected to 
foot the bill. There are now 77 patients at 
the hospital, though it can accommodate 
200. 


The Institution is of too recent estab- 


lishment to show any permanent cures as 
yet, bat the physicians in charge and the 
patients theinselves speak with great en- 
thusiasm of die results already observed. 
Perhaps the best Individual record of im- 
provement is that of a patient who has 
been at the sanitarium for eight weeks 
and has gained S3 pounds.

And pompadours they 
will be when the gowns are'made up as 
well as in the piece, for fashion says our 
ladies shall look like those of the time of 
Louis XV. 


The richest of these new designs show

maintained by the Royal United Service 
institution, which is just back of the 
auild-ing-s used by the Horse guards and 
the Household cavalry in London. 
-The relics are classified and placed in 
several rooms. One room contains a 
number of stands of colors and the 
clothing used by the dervishes, while in 
another are a number of spears and 
shields. In a room all alone is an 
old smoothbore cannon mounted on a 
wooden carriage of the stjle of many 
years ago. Resting on one of the wheels 
is a metal cone, with several shot holes 
in it. This is considered the finest of all 
the relics which have been brought back.' 
It is the cap from the Mahdi's tomb. 
The dervishes believed that nothing 
could hurt it, but when Tommy Atkins 
trained his fieldpieces on the great 
piece of shining metal it was brought 
to the ground. The great war drums 
which were captured are also on exhibi- 
tion. The. most picturesque of all the 
relics are the onailed coats used by the 
dervishes.- They are heavy affairs cov- 
ered with metal squares to protect the

PRESENTATION OF JAFAYETTE POST FLAGS TO THE SAN JUAN SCHOOLS, 


To Lafayette post, G. A. R., of New York city belongs the honor of presenting the first American flags to the 


•cities and towns-of Porto Rico. As is well known, the post was the first to introduce the idea of presenting the na- 
tional emblem .to the schools of New York city and vicinity. The matter was taken up by other Grand Army posts, 
until now there are but few schools, either public' or private, throughout the country where the flag of the United 
States is not seen. 


When Porto Rico became a possession of the United States, the matter of presenting the national emblem te 


the schools of the cities and towns of that island was taken up by Lafayette post, and a short time ago Vice Com- 
mander Allan C. Biakewell was sent to Porto Rico for the purpose of presenting the stars and stripes to the schools. 
His mission was a's&ccess from the very start. He was received by the school officials, teachers and scholars and ev- 
erything that couldrbe_done to make his x'isit a memorable one was done. During his stay on the island he presented 
about 600 flags. With these were given certificates and an outline of the constitution of the United States printed 
in English on one side and Spanish on the othei*. • 


The picture given here shows the officials, teachers and scholars of the principal school of San Juan assem- 


bled in the plaza facing the school on the day the flag was presented. The day the presentation took, place was made 
a holiday, and is" ofle that will go down Jn the history of the schools of our new possessions as a red letter day. Ev- 
erybody who could get into the plaza was there to witness the ceremonies, which included speechmaking both by the 
school officials and Mr. Bakewell. The programme also included the singing of "The Star Spangled Banner" and 
other appropriate' airs by the children, who had been taught the anthems prior to Mr. Bakewell's visit. 


A CHARITABLE COUNTE55, 
One of the most distinguished of th« 


philanthropic women of England is th« 
Countess of Meath, founder and hon- 
orary' secretary of that world famous 
organization known as the Ministering 
Children's league. The countess has all 
her 
life been devoted to charitable 


work. She comes of a serious family, 
the Lauderdales, her father having1 been 
the eleventh earl of that name and 
hereditary standard bearer of Scotland. 
The countess was an only child and was 
married in 1868 to Lord Regie-aid Braba« 


zon, who baa since succeeded to tho 
title of Earl of Meath. For centuries 
the Brabazons have been as distin- 
guished in Irish history as the Lauder- 
dales in Scottish. With true Irish gen- 
erosity the earl has entered heart and 
mind into all the countess' plans for do- 
ing good. 


Lady Meath originally started the 


Ministering Children's league to teach 
the children of the rich to care for the 
children of the poor. The motto of the 
society is, "No Day "Without a Deed to 
Crown It." 
The league has its own 


pretty headquarters in London, where 
the children meet to talk and work. 


The countess, although now only hon- 


orary secretary of the league, is the 
great directing force of the society, 
v.'hich was organized In 1885 with a 
membership of 40,v Some of the children 
of that'jorigiria! s'ociety are now grown 
up and ^Ifave" been^promoted to the list 
of associate members, but the countess 
is still as active in the work as ever. 


Several years ago, with her husband, 


Lady Meath came to America and es- 
tablished flourishing branches of .the 
league here. Each society is expected 
to do some definite work, whether it ia 
educating & poor child or furnishing 
dainties for the sick.

For years the scientists have been looking for some method by. which-their 


meteorological Instruments could lv- . .iri.til aloft with safety and satisfaction. 
Balloona were used, but they ! •> r.^il stability, as did many of the kites which 
were experimented with. It \va& not until the summer of this year that an 
apparatus was found to do the required work. It is a kite invented by one of 
the members of a scientific association of Vienna. The new kite is constructed 
after the principle of a division of planes and supplied with vertical and hori- 
zontal steering apparatus. The line is fastened to the kite in such a manner 
that the latter will always be placed in the most favorable position of incline. 
The first kite to be tried was eight by four meters and weighed about 16 pounds. 
The trials were made in August last near Cracow, Austria, and were a sur- 
prising success. The first ascent succeeded completely, though there was but 
a feeble wind of 2'/6 meters a second. The kite sailed aloft with a swish and 
could be let out the entire length of the line of 340 meters. The cord was ma- 
nipulated v/jth a windlass. At the trials for carrying weight it was shown 
that it could safeJy carry about 75 pounds. The kite moved with great stabil- 
ity and carried the instruments without jar. Trials with dynamite cartridges 
taken aloft and exploded proved successful and demonstrated that the kite 
could be used for "weather shooting", to produce rain.

The kite moved with great stabil- 
ity and carried the instruments without jar. Trials with dynamite cartridges 
taken aloft and exploded proved successful and demonstrated that the kite 
could be used for "weather shooting", to produce rain.

treatment injures and destroys them. 


Don't exhibit mail matter to any one 


but the addressee. 


Don t throw mail matter into win- 


dows or halls, unless specially in- 
structed to do so in writing. 


Don't deliver mail matter in boxes 


or other receptacles where premises 
are occupied by addressee, except on 
special order. 


Don't deliver mail matter in the 


street, even to the owner, unless he be 
personally known to you arid the de- 
livery can be made without unreason- 
able delay. 


Don't give information as to the 


whereabouts of any one who may have 
formerly lived in your district. 


Don't collect any extra postage or 


fee not represented by due stamps on 
mattervdelivered by you. 


Don't receive money to pay postage 


on letters handed you for mailing-, or 
receive the letters unless stamped. 


Don't change the address on any 


registered matter. 


Don't accept letters or parcels to be 


afterward registered at the post office. 


Don't deliver a strictly personal reg-

Doing a Lot of Busi- 
. ness All at Once. 


MANY IMPORTANT MATTERS

Brought Up at First Meeting. City Barn,

City business was attacked at the 


first meeting: of the council last eve- 
ning as if it was the only meeting of 
the year, and all the affairs of the 
community had to be settled at onee. 
Not only did the council get itself fully 
organized for work by the appointment 
of committees, the adoption of rules ^nd 
the seating of the members, but 
a 


£reat deal of old and new business of 
importance was brought up. Here are 
the most important things that were 
introduced: 
' 


City barn recommended. 
New police officer announced. 
Reserve police force recommended. 
Ward 3 school matter referred. 
Borrowing In anticipation of taxes 


authorized. 


Minor petitions received. 


And in spite of all the business that 


was done, the traditions of last year 
about getting the many matters out of 
the way with neatness and dispatch 
were followed. The same rules as were 
in force last year and which in large 
measure 
enabled 
the 
- noticeable 


promptness, 
were readopted almost 


without change, and the council evi- 
dently intends to keep up its good 
record. 
So anxious was the council 


to hurry the business on hand that 
adjournment was only until Friday 
when some of the matters that -were 
introduced at the regular meeting: will 
be finished. 


Organization Completed* 


When the council was first called to 


order 
Col. Bracewell 
occupied 
a 


visitor's seat, he having been absent 
when the other recently elected mem- 
bers were sworn In on Monday. 
He 


was given the oath of office, and the 
roll call showed Councilman Mignault, 
Hice and Whitaker absent,, besides 
Councilman Ladam, who entered late. 


Mr. Perry for the committee on rules 


reported the recommendation of last 
years rules with two exceptions. The 
rule in regard to the passing of an 
order on one reading after the mayor's 
recommendation was 
made 
more 


explicit that it would require the two 
third vote of the entire council in the 
affirmative. 
This was a result of a 


long discussion last year. The only 
other change was in regard to an un- 
important detail of business. 


President Wilkinson appointed the

State and military aid, soldiers' re- 


lief and salaries—Amadon, Craswell 
and Broderick. 


Ma; Borrow 8150,000. 


The usual recommendation from the 


mayor was received that the council 
pass an order authorizing the mayor 
and treasurer to borrow money for 
expenses in anticipation 
of taxes. 


This was accompanied with an order 
authorizing- the borrowing of this 
money in amounts up to $150,000. 
It 


was referred to the finance committee. 


Police Appointment. 


A communication was received from 


the mayor announcing the appoint- 
ment of an officer to the police force 
as patrolman, to take the place of 
Alexander Canning. Arthur P. Wy- 
man was the fortunate .man named. 


For a'Kcscrr* Police Force. ' 


A recommendation was received from 


the mayor that the city adopt section 
314 of the acts of 1S96 in regard to a 
reserve police force. 
Under the ap- 


pointment there provided for, this city 
is entitled to five such officers as a re- 
serve force. The mayor also recom- 
mended that the compensation they 
should receive while on duty should be 
fixed by the council. The 'matter was 
referred to the committee on police. 


City Barn Recommended. 


The mayor presented^ communica- 


tion recommending that the council 
pass an order appropriating the sum 
of ?2,000 for the purpose of building a 
city stables and shed on the 
land 


owned by the city and occupied by 
the pump station on Ashland street 
The communication 
rehearsed 
the 


reasons for recommending this, as al- 
ready published in this paper, and 
said that the $2,000 would allow the 
erection of a barn about 30 by 40 feet, 
and a shed about 160 by 34 feet. He 
urged that the money be allowed at 
once so that it could be completed be- 
fore the lease on the barn at present 
occupied by the city horses expired 
and before the out door-work for next 
year began. The matter was referred 
to the committee on finance, and will 
probably be, reported for action at the 
adjourned meeting Friday evening.

The bu.iding 
Is planned to be 14 by 25 feet and 11 
feet high, and will have to:be heated 
by a stove. 
It was referred to the 


committee on buildings. 


The report from Chief Byars on the 


work of the flre department for the 
last Quarter of 1898 w*s received, 
showing that there had been only two 
fires In which the loss had been ap- 
preciable. 


Wnnt tli« Water Kept pnrc. 


A petition that caused considerable 


Interest was received, signed by A. C. 
Houghton and others, asking that the 
mayor and city council give their at- 


tentlon to the using of land in Pownal 
and Stamford near the sources of a 
part of the city's water supply, and 
asking- that anything that might pos- 
sibly contaminate the supply be pre- 
vented. 


This refers to the establishing of a 


mill and the keeping of a large num- 
ber of horses on the land in question 
which has been planned. The matter 
was 
referred 
to the committee on 


finance. 


Second Hand Business. 


A number of items of business were 


left over from the last year's council 
to this year's body, and they were re- 
ferred to tne proper committee*. The 
most important of these was the ward 
3 school matter. This was left to a 
special committee consisting of 
the 


finance committee, Councilman Whit- 
aker, Cutting and Sykea, and Council- 
men Hastings, Gallup, Wills and Whit- 
ney.

Problem of Municipal Economy the 


Same Through Western 


Massachusetts. 


Municipal finances occupy a first 


place in most of the inaugural address- 
es to 
the new city governments of 


Western Massachusetts, and justly so, 
says an editorial article in the Spring- 
field Republican, 
and 
the 
leading 


points on economy of the various in- 
augural addresses are quoted. The 
article goes on: 


Mayor Cady of North Adams finds 


current expenses so heavy as to call 
for a refunding of that part of thq 
debt which is now maturing and which 
cannot be paid without imposing undue 
burdens. 


Closer economy is plainly the watch- 


word of the moment in city adminis- 
tration. We have been going too fast 
in the matter of municipal expendi- 
ture. Urban growth has proceeded at 
an unprecedented rate in recent years, 
and created apparent demands out of 
all proportion to growth in the finan- 
cial ability to meet them. They must 
be sifted more closely if we are not to 
advance the tax and debt burden to 
the point of making the city an un- 
desirable place for people and industry 
to settle in. 


The most watchful care, the most 


rl^.'d inspection of all accounts and 
prnjtcts for expenditure, are called 
for as not before since the disastrous 
period of Inflation and municipal kite- 
flying of 25 years ago. These address- 
es to the new city governments of 
Western Massachusetts show that the 
fact is appreciated in the executive 
offices, and give promise that a more 
reasonable measure of financial con- 
servatism may be .attained.

The girl Is 
only 17 years old, and the complaint was 
sworn out by Chief Kendall as agert 
for the society for the prevention of 
cruelty to children. Rose claimed that 
her father had knocked her down and 
pounded her on the face on the last 
day of last year. Her face was badly 
cut and bruised from some cause. 


The man claims that his daughter 


went out against his orders, that she 
was unruly, and required punishment. 
The case was continued until Friday 
morning1, and 
h« was placed 
under 


bonds of, $100. 


The most remarkable feature of the 


affair, however, is the story the girl 
tells of her relations with her parents. 
She claims that when she was 18 
months old she was sold by them to 
an aunt living in Maine, and that as a 
result she lived with her aunt until 
she was 14 years old. She says the 
sale took place in a city in Maine. 
Then she learned of the whereabouts 
of her parents, and having a desire to 
see them, came to this city. Since that 
time she has lived with her 'parents, 
but her life she says has not been the 
pleasantest possible. 


Her father was asked in regard to 


her story that she had been sold when 
a baby, and said that at the time he 
was away serving In

It, but that the child was in her 
mother's oare. He did not deny that 
the girl had been sold. 


The girl had another rather startling 


claim to make. She is the girl who a 
little over a. year ago created a gt>od 
deal of excitement in the city by a 
tranoe which lasted nearly a week, 
and in which the physicians were much 
interested. 
The cause for this was 


given at the time as nervous prostra- 
tion. She told the chief in her story, 
however, that it was caused by •&. blow 
on the head at her home. 


The case will be investigated care- 


fully, and if the girl's statements are 
true, it is probable that she will be 
taken from her parents. The father 
claims that she should be &ent to a 
school of detention.

adjournment was only until Friday 
when some of the matters that -were 
introduced at the regular meeting: will 
be finished. 


Organization Completed* 


When the council was first called to 


order 
Col. Bracewell 
occupied 
a 


visitor's seat, he having been absent 
when the other recently elected mem- 
bers were sworn In on Monday. 
He 


was given the oath of office, and the 
roll call showed Councilman Mignault, 
Hice and Whitaker absent,, besides 
Councilman Ladam, who entered late. 


Mr. Perry for the committee on rules 


reported the recommendation of last 
years rules with two exceptions. The 
rule in regard to the passing of an

explicit that it would require the two 
third vote of the entire council in the 
affirmative.

Western Massachusetts, and justly so, 
says an editorial article in the Spring- 
field Republican, 
and 
the 
leading 


points on economy of the various in- 
augural addresses are quoted. The 
article goes on: 


Mayor Cady of North Adams finds 


current expenses so heavy as to call 
for a refunding of that part of thq 
debt which is now maturing and which 
cannot be paid without imposing undue 
burdens. 


Closer economy is plainly the watch- 


word of the moment in city adminis- 
tration. We have been going too fast 
in the matter of municipal expendi- 
ture. Urban growth has proceeded at 
an unprecedented rate in recent years, 
and created apparent demands out of 
all proportion to growth in the finan- 
cial ability to meet them. They must 
be sifted more closely if we are not to 
advance the tax and debt burden to 
the point of making the city an un- 
desirable place for people and industry 
to settle in. 


The most watchful care, the most 


rl^.'d inspection of all accounts and 
prnjtcts for expenditure, are called 
for as not before since the disastrous 
period of Inflation and municipal kite- 
flying of 25 years ago. These address- 
es to the new city governments of 
Western Massachusetts show that the 
fact is appreciated in the executive 
offices, and give promise that a more 
reasonable measure of financial con- 
servatism may be .attained.

The man claims that his daughter

The most remarkable feature of the 


affair, however, is the story the girl 
tells of her relations with her parents. 
She claims that when she was 18 
months old she was sold by them to 
an aunt living in Maine, and that as a 
result she lived with her aunt until 
she was 14 years old. She says the 
sale took place in a city in Maine. 
Then she learned of the whereabouts 
of her parents, and having a desire to 
see them, came to this city. Since that 
time she has lived with her 'parents, 
but her life she says has not been the 
pleasantest possible. 


Her father was asked in regard to 


her story that she had been sold when 
a baby, and said that at the time he

It, but that the child was in her 
mother's oare.

The girl had another rather startling 


claim to make. She is the girl who a 
little over a. year ago created a gt>od 
deal of excitement in the city by a 
tranoe which lasted nearly a week, 
and in which the physicians were much 
interested.

An Old Question, Asked About * Home
